^84. The container of claim 80, wherein the fastener includes at 
least one resilient flange having a fin t portion extending downwardly firom the at 
least one second side edge, and a second portion having an exterior surface angled 
inwardly and upwardly from the first position and terminating in a lip, wherein the 
flange and the shoulder overlap one another when the lid is proximate the container 
in the first position. 
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
